Put your scrap 


By Walter E. Burton 


L. costs you money every time you throw away or burn 
the small scraps of plywood in your workshop. Those 
small pieces—including the 1x1-inchers—can easily be 
fashioned into small-parts and filing-card cabinets, draw- 
er trays, tool racks, and many more useful items. 

Working with scrap plywood—as with any other mate- 
rial—requires careful cutting, squaring, and fitting of 
joints. To get larger and thicker pieces, simply glue the 
smaller ones together. If they’re badly warped, you can 
make parallel saw cuts on the convex side to flatten them 
out. These photographs and drawings show you several 
projects with scrap plywood. Dimensions are for parts 
dressed to size. The finish is up to you.

Small-parts or color-slide cabinet uses aluminum in its con- 
struction. Case is fabricated of 14-inch plywood, and 34-inch 
maple spine is saw-slotted to accept tiny partitions of sheet 
aluminum. Spine rides on the drawer bottom and can be easily 
removed to keep the drawer clean and free from dust. 

Cut out all the component parts first, following dimensions on 
the drawing. All dimensions on these projects are for the parts 
dressed to size, so leave yourself enough wood for sawing and 
sanding. Top corners of case are mitered. Assemble with glue and 
brads, countersinking them and filling the holes. 

Drawers glide on 14x14-inch strips tacked to the cabinet sides 
before the case is assembled. Four large drawer pulls support the 
case . . . smaller matching ones are used for the pulls. You can 
make them from solid cabinetwood, or buy them at your local 
hardware store. Seal wood before you finish it. 
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plywood to Work 


Let scrap plywood solve your storage problems 





Tool rack has space for drills, bits, punches, chisels, and screw- 
drivers, and numerous small tools and parts in its six drawers— 
three on each side. Back is fabricated from 14-inch plywood; 
shelves are 4 inch. Cut dadoes in back first to accept shelves. Then 
drill holes in shelves for tools, spacing them according to sizes, 
usually 14 inch apart. Test shelves in dado cuts before fastening. 

Assemble unit with glue and tiny brads, tacking drawers to- 
gether last. Backs of drawer fronts are rabbeted to accept sides 
and bottom. Hinged strip protects sharp points of bits.

Photosynthesis duplicated outside cell 


The secret of photosynthesis has finally been cracked. 
After years of work by dozens of specialists, photosyn- 
thesis has finally been carried on outside a living cell. 

Dr. Daniel I. Arnon, plant physiologist at the Uni- 
versity of California in Berkeley, made the first report 
at a recent meeting of agricultural scientists. 

Doctor Arnon and his associates actually duplicated 
the work of a plant. First, they separated the chloro- 
plasts from the chlorophyl. These are the units that 
plants use to carry on photosynthesis. 

Then, using the chloroplasts, they combined water 
and carbon dioxide to make starches and sugars. As in 
natural photosynthesis, sunshine was used to supply 
the necessary energy for the reaction. 

Their success in duplicating photosynthesis outside 
a plant cell ranks as the most important horticultural 
news of this century. The natural process is so com- 
plex that it has defied all sorts of analytical efforts. 
Even a theory of the exact mechanism of photosynthe- 
sis has been wanting. 


Flowers cut in afternoon last longer 


The old advice to cut flowers in the early morning has 
been long disproved. New research shows why. 


Flowers cut in the afternoon on a bright day con-_ 


tain more nutrients, which are necessary to the long 
life of a cut stem. ; 

Flowers cut in the morning contain less of the nu- 
trients because they are utilized rapidly at night, when 
plants make their fastest growth. 

After cutting the flowers, plunge them into warm 
water until they freshen up. Then store them in a cool 
place until you are ready to use them. 


Tomato seedlings get quick lift 


Transplanted tomato seedlings at the David station of 
the University of California get a quick lift now. 

Horticulturists there spray the seedlings with a 
sugar solution just before they transplant them. They 
use 4/5 pound of sugar, half a teaspoon of a household 
detergent, and a gallon of water for each 100 square 
feet of seedbed. 

First application is four days before transplanting. 
Second goes on two days before digging. When moved, 
the sugar-treated tomatoes recover quicker and make 
better growth than untreated seedlings.

controlled powdery mildew on cucumbers, melons, 
and other vine crops. 

Even though these plants are unusually sensitive to 
sprays, Ovotran caused no visible injury. 

There is a similar reverse twist with one of the new 
tongue-twisting fungicides—sodum N-methyl dithio- 
carbamate. Tests show that it is effective against 
nematodes and other soil insects, as well as against 
fungus diseases. 

It isn’t on the market for this double-duty use, but 
tests are continuing. 


Swedes cross gooseberry and currant 


Interesting news of a new hybrid bush fruit has come 
from Sweden. Doctor Egsti, one of the first men to use 
colchicine in plant breeding, told me about it. 

The new plant, a tetraploid cross between the goose- 

berry and the currant, was produced at the Allsmer 
Experiment Station. 
o* Workers there made the cross by treating one of the 
parents with colchicine. This doubled the number of 
chromosome units and made the cross possible. The 
new hybrid has some characteristics of the parents 
plus some new ones of its own. 





Kerosene hops up a killer 


When first working with 2,4-D back in 1943, the man 
who holds basic patents on the weed killer told me 
kerosene stepped up its effect. He added that 2,4-D 
wasn’t very effective on shade-growing plants (such as 
poison ivy and weedy underbrush) unless mixed with 
kerosene or fuel oil. 

Now, an Atomic Energy Commission project ex- 
plains why. Plants “‘destarched” by growing in the 
dark 24 hours were immune to regular 2,4-D sprays. 
When kerosene was used, 2,4-D penetrated the entire 
plant in half an hour. 

This means 2,4-D with kerosene works night and 
day. And with water, it slows up at night when plants 
lose starch.

More pears for more folks 


More homeowners will eat their own pears soon due to 
advances in insecticides. A destructive insect (pear 
psylla) has deprived many Northeasterners of this treat 
to date. 

Tests now show several modern insecticides will 
beat this pest. Of ones tested, malathion seems best for 
home gardeners. Parathion and dinitro compounds 
showed good control, but malathion’s preferred be- 
cause of safety. 


Apple understocks sensitive to heat 


Malling IX is one of the best rootstocks for dwarfing 
apple trees ever developed. In some areas, it has been 
called ideal. In the Midwest, however, it has been un- 
reliable, often producing weak trees. 

Scientists at Ottawa, Canada, and Michigan State 
College now report that Malling IX is badly damaged 
by high temperatures. Malling II, a closely related 
rootstock, is similarly affected. Both are damaged 
when soil temperatures reach 77 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Malling VII, which I prefer although it doesn’t 
make as dwarf a tree, was found to be more tolerant of 
high temperatures than either of the above rootstocks.

It works wonders by strengthening the blood 


vessels and offers a natural defense against a group of 


infections that have long defied treatment

A new medical development, becoming available as 
you read this, promises to be of great importance to 
your family’s health. 

It’s a combination of two natural substances. One is 
ascorbic acid, or vitamin C; the other, a concentrate of 
bioflavonoids—seemingly vitaminlike materials found in 
citrus fruits and other foods and often discarded in cook- 
ing and processing. 

The combination has proved valuable in disorders 
ranging from rheumatic fever to miscarriage and hemor- 
rhaging-eye conditions. It has been used to help patients 
with coronary thrombosis and blood-vessel ailments. 

And it has been reported to produce dramatic results 
in many infections—even in those caused by viruses that 
have previously been beyond medical treatment. 

Twenty-four hours after a man with influenza was 
given capsules of the new preparation, he began to sweat 
profusely, his temperature fell to normal, and all symp- 
toms of flu disappeared. The next day, he was “feeling 
wonderful.” 

When flu struck a 14-year-old boy with chills, excessive 
nasal discharge, a 103-degree fever, cough, extreme pros- 


tration, and persistent bleeding from the nose, the medi- 
cation stopped the bleeding ‘within 5 hours. Within 18 
hours, temperature dropped to normal. The nasal dis- 


charge stopped, and the mucous membranes of the nose 
had a normal appearance in 24 hours. The cough was 
completely gone in 48 hours. 

The combination has produced similar results in com- 
mon colds and in other respiratory infections. 


New defense for the body. As I write this, I have just left 
a conference at the New York Academy of Sciences called 
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to consider the new development and all its implications. 
For this is not another wonder drug, not even a germ 
killer of any kind. It’s a different approach entirely—a 
method of strengthening body defenses at a basic level 
largely overlooked in the past, the level of the capillaries. 

The human body contains millions of tiny blood ves- 
sels. If those in a 150-pound man were laid end to end, 
they would stretch 2) times around the world. 

Actually, the sole function of the heart, the arteries, 
and the veins is to maintain an adequate rate of blood 
flow through the capillaries. 

It’s across the walls of the capillaries (which have been 
likened to perfect sieves) that life-giving ingredients car- 


- ried in the blood and needed by the body’s tissues must 


pass. 

It now appears that faults in the capillaries are factors 
in a variety of seemingly unrelated diseases. Vitamin C and 
the bioflavonoids, working together, have the ability to strengthen 
the capillaries, to help put them right again when they become 
fragile and falter in their functioning. 

You can see that capillary-strengthening ability fairly 
obviously at work in the case of a man who, as a compli- 
cation to long-time diabetes, developed ocular hemor- 
rhages—with blood oozing out of the blood vessels and 
into the retina of the eye where it doesn’t belong. The 
hemorrhages were promptly controlled and even rapidly 
absorbed. Thereafter, no new hemorrhages occurred 
when the new preparation was used. 

There was also the 24-year-old woman who had had 
eight miscarriages in a row, had never been able to carry 
a child through to live birth despite all medical efforts. 
Miscarriage can come from many causes. One, her doc- 
tor thought, might be a capillary disturbance leading to 
hemorrhage in the uterus. He had been noting that many 
women who miscarry also tend to show skin discolorations 
after minor bruises; evidently, because of fragile capil- 
laries, blood leaks into the tissues all too readily.

Do your trees 
heed leeding? 


A mature tree can add $50 to $500 to the value of your 
home. Particularly fine trees have been evaluated as high 
as $1,500. But a dead tree can cost money. It has to be cut 
down, cut up, and hauled away. Removal charges for big 
trees range from $75 to $125 on up. 

This makes the health of a tree important. Fortunately, 
a little care goes a long way. Some years, trees need no 
care at all. But when they do, don’t skimp. 

Feeding a tree is the first step in reviving it, whether 
it has been damaged by storms, drouth, or disease. Feed- 
ing is also good insurance—most insects and diseases don’t 


seriously harm vigorous trees. 


The basic problem in tree-feeding is to get the food 
down to the roots. Professional tree men have special 
tools to speed this job, but you can do it yourself with 


the method we show here.

Fill holes with plant food to 
within 2 or 3 inches of top. 

Use 10-8-6 formula, if avail- 
able, or mix 3 parts regular 
balanced plant food, such as 
6-10-4, with 1 part of ammo- 
nium sulfate. 

Purpose of the ammonium 
sulfate is to give the tree ex- 
tra nitrogen. 





Punch pattern of holes over 
area shaded by the tree anda 
few feet beyond. 

Make holes at least | foot 
deep, 30 inches apart. Crow- 
bar or length of pipe are com- 
monly used to make holes. 

Soil augers do a good job, 
are easier to use. They can be 
rented in some areas. 





Water area immediately after 
feeding. Soak the soil deeply 
and thoroughly. 

The plant food is now close 
to roots. The tree will use it 
when it is distributed through 
root zone by filtering action 
of watering and rains. 

Repeat in fall if the tree is 
in poor health.

**You can’t drive as you did in 1945,”’ say the men who patrol our 


highways. You’ve got to bring your driving up to date with today’s 


highways and today’s traffic. For your safety, here are driving habits 


state troopers believe every modern driver should acquire 


A. a grocery store near Laurel, Maryland, the other day, 
shoppers heard a frantic horn, then the smash of metal and 
glass. 

Without looking up, clerks in the store knew what had 
happened. To them it was the “same old story.’’ Another 
shopper, on her way to the store, had stopped in the middle 
of roaring U. S. 1, waiting to turn left into the grocery’s 
parking lot. 

And while the woman was waiting there, a gentleman in 
a fast convertible had come right up and smashed her rear 
bumper. 

\ state trooper, helping pull the broken bumpers apart, 
commented: “This is such an old-fashioned accident!” 

He watched the two cars limp away. 

“So many people,” he said, “still drive as we drove in 
1945. They still stop in traffic to make left turns—you can’t 
do that in 1955. And they still seem awfully surprised when 
a car stops ahead. 

‘““What we need today is to modernize our driving—and 
get away from those old-fashioned errors.”’ Of all drivers on 
U.S. highways today, the most “‘modern” are probably the 
state police themselves. And so the trooper could speak with 
authority. A modern state policeman would never have 
tried a left turn—against heavy traffic—at the grocery store. 
Nor would a modern trooper have collided, in an unguarded 
moment, with a shopper’s car. 

For troopers, exposed day and night to all sorts of perils, 
have surrounded themselves with extraordinary safeguards. 

Some of those safeguards are presented here. Even if your 
own driving is quite “‘modern”’ (as it may be if you drive a 
great deal), you will find these police driving ideas helpful 
and interesting. 

Some of them will go a long way toward keeping you and 
your family comfortable—and safe—on today’s changing 
highways. 





We never stop on any highway~ 


This is first and foremost in the trooper’s book of modern 
rules. “‘Keep it moving or get it off the road,” is his rule 
for his own car. 

“Years ago,” said a Michigan trooper, “you could stop 
with some safety on a highway. 


“But our roads are getting 
to be like railroad tracks. 
Heavy traffic now comes so 
fast, like trains, that it can’t 
possibly stop. 

“We know that if we stop 
—with even two wheels on 
the road—chances are some- 
one will hit us from the rear 
or sideswipe us.” 

Most shoulders are wide 
enough to accommodate a 
car. When you are stopping 
or sight-seeing on a highway, pull entirely off the road. 





What to do in “new rain~ 


A few years ago, there was no “new rain” problem. But 
today’s roads are so coated with “traffic film’? that “‘new 
rain” after a dry spell makes them as slick as ice. The rain 
and film result in a soapy 
slipperiness. 

Here are three police hints: 

If it’s a heavy downpour, 
troopers cut speed sharply— 
for 30 minutes. “It takes 30 
minutes,” said a New Jersey 
trooper, “for heavy rain to 
wash the traffic film off the 
road.” 

A light rain doesn’t take the 
film away so fast, and the 
roads are slick for a full hour. 

But, a light drizzle causes skidding for two full hours. 

“Accidents happen—bang, bang, bang!—until the film 
washes off,” a Maryland trooper said, ‘‘and then the acci- 
dent calls let up.” 





Don't try out-of-date turns 


Troopers in many states have decided that left turns against 
oncoming traffic are out-of-date. They’ve simply stopped 
trying to make them. 
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“If you have to turn left from a busy road, keep going un- 
til you come to a traffic light, or a gas station—even if it’s 2 
miles away,” some New Jersey troopers have told their wives. 

**Make your turn there, when it’s safe, and then come 
back. Never stop on a highway to wait for a left turn.” 

At Jessup, Maryland, troopers won’t even turn into their 
own barracks if they have to cut across U. S. 1 when it’s 
busy. They go to the next traffic light and come back, avoid- 
ing that left turn in front of oncoming traffic. 

And here, in fact, is how a trooper (or his wife) makes the 
left turn into that grocery store where so many shoppers 
have been hit: 

Rather than pause on U. S. 1, a trooper continues past 
the store for a quarter-mile. There he turns right off the 
highway. This puts him on a side road which makes a circle 
through the University of Maryland campus. The circle 
brings him back to U. S. 1 at a traffic light. He crosses on the 
light and drives a quarter-mile back to the store. That’s a 
full half-mile of extra driving to miss a single left turn in 
front of traffic. Yet, many wives now follow that police 
route. They’re modernizing their driving habits. 


“Bat. suppose there's a trattice light” 


Many drivers, in 1955, still 
approach a light as they did 
in 1945. They roar down 
the road, see the light, but 
wait until the last minute to 
slam on the brakes, stopping 
inches from the car ahead. 

“And they now become 
‘sitting ducks’,”’ said a troop- 
er. “The first high-speed 
driver who can’t see well will 
push all the bumpers togeth- 
er. It happens every day.” 

This particular Michigan trooper, approaching a traffic 
light on a fast road: 

1. Began his “‘slowdown”’ half a mile back. 

2. Began “fanning” his brake lightly with his foot to flash 
a warning behind him. 

3. In this way, forced cars behind to slow down and come 
under full control before he risked stopping in front of them. 
Sometimes, by slowing down so far back, he avoids having 
to stop at all. The light turns green. 





How troopers cross railroad tracks 
When there is a line of traffic at grade crossings, nearly all 
U. S. drivers still show old-fashioned “bumper-chasing” 
habits. Then, if the line stops suddenly, they’re trapped on 
the tracks. They are too close to the car ahead to pull out, 
and there’s no room to back up. 

State police, wary of crossings, always “‘lie back” to avoid 
being trapped if a train comes. 


Prepare early for right turns 
Troopers now prepare long in 
advance not only for stops but 
also for right turns. A good 
many motorists, police say, 
still wait too long to get into 
position for a turn. The re- 
sult is: They find the way 
blocked. 

A trooper making a right 
turn is often in the right lane 
for half a mile or more before 
the turn is made. 














What the puff of smoke reveals 
Michigan troopers, prepar- 
ing to overtake a car, always 
watch for a smoke puff from 
the tail pipe. 

A lazy puff may mean the 
driver has just taken his foot 
off the gas and is preparing 
to turn. A sharp spurt of 
smoke may mean he’s sud- 
denly speeding up, and you 
may have trouble if you try 
to pass him. 





A tip for city drirers 

Old style: Waiting to turn left at street corners, most drivers 
have always stood with wheels turned in the direction they 
want to go. 

New style: Today, troopers stand with wheels pointing 
straight ahead. Then, if they should get bumped from the 
rear, they aren’t likely to be pushing into a head-on collision 
with oncoming traffic. 

Furthermore, with wheels in a straight position, the 
trooper can “‘take off”’ faster down the street if he sees there’s 
a possibility of his being hit. 


The left front-wheel “signal” 

When a car is coming toward him in the daytime, a trooper 

has learned to keep his eye on the left front wheel like a hawk. 
By training himself to watch that left front wheel, he can 

anticipate any surprise turns before the car begins to swerve 

into his lane. 


“Looking for room to run” 


*‘Above all,” says Indiana’s State Police Superintendent 
Frank A. Jessup, “troopers always look for outs, outs, outs! 

“They’re always searching the road edge for a place to 
run. Every day, we find ourselves putting more time and 
more room between ourselves and other cars.” 

Motorists often tell police that “‘looking for outs’’ helped 
them, too. A man on U. S. 40, near Rifle, Colorado, saw 
headlights coming far ahead. In his mirror, he saw head- 
lights, a mile behind, overtaking him at terrific speed. 

**I was scared,”’ he said. “I had always planned what I 
would try to do if two cars met beside me. These cars looked 
as if they might do it. I began scanning the road’s edge. I 
was afraid to stop because the man behind me was driving 
as if he might be intoxicated (which he was). 

“He missed me by inches. But 150 feet ahead of me, he hit 
the oncoming car. It was a sideswipe, and it pulled the ap- 
proaching car around until he was headed directly toward 
me. He was going to come right through my windshield. 

“It was sheer reflex that spun my wheel to the right. I hit 
a small dirt drive leading to a ranch. It was enough to boost 
me across the ditch and then I was in a peach orchard where 
I managed to stop. I had 
missed a head-on collision 
by a split second .. . but I 
never would have escaped if 
I had not been planning it 
that way for years. 

“You see, I must have 
acted by instinct. I had al- 
ways hoped that if I ever had 
to ‘take the ditch’, I’d be 
able to jump across at some 
farmer’s driveway!” END

air-conditioned age, Better Homes & Gardens 
has questioned eight typical families from across 
the country to find out how air conditioning 

has affected their lives—and pocketbooks

Wat is it like to live with air conditioning? Is it worth 
the cost? But then, what does it cost? To answer these and 
dozens of other questions about air conditioning, Better 
Homes & Gardens quizzed the eight families, from different 
cities, pictured on this and the following pages. 

All had bought air-conditioning units within the past 
two years—three have room units, four have central sys- 
tems, and one has the newly developed “heat pump” (a 
machine that both heats and cools—and this one draws its 
heat from the air). Each of the units was the product of a 
different manufacturer. 

What we sought were critical, frank opinions. Why they 
bought their units? How they liked them. 

The result . . . an overwhelming vote for air condition- 
ing. All but one family stated that they wouldn’t live with- 
out it—and most now want an air-conditioned car as well! 
The one dissenting family views air conditioning as desir- 
able, if not absolutely necessary, in their cooler northwest 
area. 

Each of the families had singularly little trouble with 
their air conditioners—generally good performance and 
few repairs, little maintenance. As expected, the units were 
used and appreciated more in the warmer states. In gen- 
eral, all reported they stay at home with their children, 
radios, and TV sets more often, sleep better, entertain 
more, and find housekeeping easier. Well, let our eight 
families speak for themselves. . . . 

Did air conditioning change your living habits? 

Most of our families changed their routines to center 
summer activities in the air-conditioned areas, and they 
have little inclination to leave for entertainments, trips, 
visits, and so on. Only one—the Gordons in Portland—felt 
their life unchanged, as it is never unbearably hot there. 
In fact they ran both cooling and heating during summer! 

Fryer: “We spend more time with the children, more 
evenings watching TV—frequently eat supper in our air- 
cooled room.” 

Smith: “The tough break is at bedtime—so we put a 
sofa bed in the air-conditioned area.” 

Miller: “Now we enjoy baked foods, a. comfortable 
night’s sleep, work without humidity and heat.” 
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What member of the family derives the 
greatest benefit? 


The woman of the house got the vote on this one—be- 
cause of easier working conditions, and simply because of 
being home more. There were two exceptions: 

Smith: “Mrs. S. spent the summer at our vacation cot- 
tage—so I drew the air-conditioned jack pot!” 

Ciconte: ‘My husband—he works in an air-conditioned 
shop and used to be miserable when he came home.” 


Was the family’s health affected? 


Most believe their health actually benefited from air 
conditioning, and that it definitely made them feel more 
energetic. Three have hay fever, and say suffering is re- 
duced, especially at night. The Gordons and Fryers felt 
that their health was not generally affected either way. 


Do you sleep any better? 


The answer to this one varied with the intensity of the 
summer weather: 4 

Fryer: ““Yes—it’s a matter of having air conditioning 
and sleeping, or staying up all night if you don’t!” 

Smith: “We prefer to sleep with windows wide open— 
but when humidity is high, we like air conditioning.” 

Gordon: “The Oregon area generally cools quickly 
when the sun goes down, and rooms are comfortable.” 


Have there been any problems, discomforts, or colds 
from going in and out of air-conditioned areas? 


We frankly expected to unearth a lament or two on this 
—but found only one caution: 

Gordon: “‘We found that the baby would catch cold if 
the temperature difference between inside and outside 
exceeded 10 to 12 degrees.” 

Ciconte: “One problem—my husband and I can’t wait 
to get back inside if we ever go out!”

Mr. and Mrs. Russell Miller have a boy, 21, and 
two girls, 10 and 11. They have a white-col- 

umned, red-brick Georgian house (built in 1952) 
with a 5-ton, air-cooled unit added to their 
warm-air furnace. They kept the unit going 
night and day until a fall cold wave broke Atlan- 
ta’s hottest summer on record. Air conditioning 
changed their Southern habit of arising early to 
work before the heat of the day. 






































Fryer: “If our house were fully air-conditioned, I think 
I would be less cross—but still not completely myself. It’s 
hard not to be ugly in summer!” 

Ciconte: “We are all the happier for being cool.” 

Welker: ““We don’t really believe we’ve changed.” 


Are you a family that enjoys warm weather? 


We included this question to shed a little light on possible 
prejudices. Most, of course, said they liked summertime rec- 
reation at beaches, lakes, and outings. But some added .. . 

Fryer: ‘“‘We love our friends, but might trade them for 
a cooler climate!” 

Miller: ““Not many here enjoy 100 degrees and over!” 

Menefee: “We all prefer warm weather, but then we 
have it 99 percent of the time!” (In Houston.) 


Do you feel more inclined to tackle odd jobs? 


Six gave a strong “‘yes’”—even to doing “‘fall” cleaning 
in the summer! And the other two... 

Fryer: “No. I tackle nothing in the summer—just sit and 
vegetate!””

TONSILS- 


A generation ago, a child and his tonsils 
were soon parted at the slightest sign of 
sore throat. Now, we know tonsils are 
important as safeguards. But what if 


diseased tonsils threaten a child’s health? 


We eyes red and disconsolate and a nose that bespoke 
numerous blowings (and an occasional swipe with a small 
shirt sleeve), a 5-year-old boy sat recently in the office of 
a Midwest throat specialist. His mother, tired and har- 
assed, sat beside him and addressed her remarks to the 
listening physician. 

“This boy’s tonsils must come out, Doctor,” she said 
firmly. ‘““This is the third cold he’s had this winter, and 
he’s missed six days of school in three months!” 

The specialist was sympathetic but firm. This mother’s 
story was no new one—in fact, the tonsil-in-or-out con- 
troversy is probably one of the leading questions in chil- 
dren’s medicine today. 


No snap judgments 


If a child has frequent colds and sore throats, is a tonsil 
operation in order? It depends, say today’s specialists, on 
a growing number of factors, and each case is an individ- 
ual one. Under no circumstances should there be a snap 
judgment on a tonsillectomy. Only when a careful case 
history of the child has been made and his individual 
problems carefully considered—only then can a physi- 
cian arrive at a proper decision. 

This has not always been the case. A generation ago, 
a child and his tonsils were soon parted—often for no 
other reason than the stock theory, “If it doesn’t do any 
good, it won't do any harm.” 


Attitude has changed 


Today, the trend is completely reversed, and for good 
reason. 

In the first place, medicine has discovered that the re- 
moval of tonsils won’t, in itself, prevent head colds. One 
of the pioneers in this discovery is Dr. Albert D. Kaiser, 
now public health officer of Rochester, New York. 

Doctor Kaiser took a group of nearly 5,000 children, 
part of whom had had tonsillectomies and part of whom 
hadn’t, and made records of the colds, sore throats, and 
other illnesses of both over a period of 10 years. 


Little effect on head colds 


From this study, he concluded that as far as head colds 
were concerned, there was “only a slight benefit for the 
child whose seriall and adenoids have been removed.”

He adds, significantly, “Where careful selection of chil- 
dren was made—for surgery—better results were ob- 
tained. . . . If, however, healthy tonsils and adenoids are 
removed, the child may become even more susceptible to 
colds.” 





Frequent colds outgrown normally 


Doctor Kaiser further points out that colds are the most 
common complaint of childhood—from 40 to 60 percent 
of preschool children have 3 or more colds a year. 

As a child grows, so does his resistance to the infection. 
Thus, by high-school age, he would be expected normally 
to have fewer colds than he did as a 5-year-old. When 
mothers insist their child has had fewer colds after a 
tonsillectomy, a doctor might, in some cases, think to 
himself: ‘He would have had fewer, anyway”! 

In his study, Doctor Kaiser did find fewer sore throats 
among children who had had tonsils removed. However, 
there was little difference between the two groups as far 
as repeated fevers, bronchitis, asthma, hay fever, and sus- 
ceptibility to measles or scarlet fever were concerned, 
thus indicating that removal of tonsils is not a panacea 
for these ailments. 

An initial attack of rheumatic fever was less frequent 
with children who'd had tonsillectomies, Doctor Kaiser 
found, but, where the infection had once occurred, ton- 
sillectomy didn’t safeguard the child against recurrent 
attacks. 


Healthy tonsils filter out germs 


That healthy tonsils have an important role in a child’s 
health is a discovery that modern medicine hails as most 
significant. 

The tonsil is a part of the lymphoid system. The visible 
tonsil is an almond-shaped form of tissue, supported in 
the throat by walls or pillars which meet at an angle. 
(When you look into your child’s throat, you can see this 
almond-shaped tissue in the archway or “pivot” of his 
throat.) 

When it is healthy, this spongy tissue acts as a filter, 
warding off serious illnesses. Thus, a simple sore throat 
ina child may actually be a blessing in disguise, in that

Slight enlargement not 
important 


Tonsils are present at birth and 
develop rapidly for six or seven 
years. At that time, they cease to 

w, and may even shrink a little 
(“atrophy,” as doctors say). Early 
enlarged tonsils in a child doesn’t 
necessarily mean they'll be too 
large when he is older. The child 
can “grow up to ” his tonsils. 

For this reason, doctors rarely 
recommend surgery if the only in- 
dication for it is slightly enlarged 


tissue. 
If the tonsil is so large as to inter- 
fere with normal eating and 


breathing, the physician may ad- 
vise in favor of an operation. 
Adenoids may be the culprits 
In many cases of obstructed 
breathing, however, throat special- 
ists are discovering that the fault is 
not with tonsils, but with adenoids. 
And, while the two cannot always 
be cataloged as separate offend- 
ers, a careful study may show that 
an adenoidectomy, with or without 
tonsillectomy, is operation needed. 
Adenoids are also lymphoid tis- 
sue, corrugated like the tonsils, but 
attached to the back and upper 
wall of the opening back of the 
nose, close to the Eustachian tube 
of the ear. Like tonsils, adenoids 
tend to grow rapidly during a 
child’s first 7 years. Then they, too, 
“atrophy.” 
Skilled surgery required 
Because of their location, special- 
ists say, adenoids are often respons- 
ible if a child snores, has difficulty 
in breathing, coughs, suffers from 
earaches, or has a hearing problem. 
When the doctor can definitely 
pin-point the adenoid as the crim- 
inal in such cases, he will probably 
recommend adenoidal surgery. 
“How about surgery for tonsils

and adenoids?” mothers ask. “‘Is 
it, or isn’t it, a serious operation?” 

Again, doctors stress, the “‘t. and 
a.’ (tonsillectomy and adenoid- 
ectomy) is not a dangerous opera- 
tion if done properly. This does 
not mean, however, that it should 
be dismissed lightly. 

“No surgery is minor to a patient,” 
a surgeon pointed out to me. 
“Tonsillectomy should be con- 
sidered and evaluated as a major 
procedure, and as much skill and 
care given it as any other type of 
surgery.” 

How the operation is done 

The visible tonsil is attached 
loosely to the rest of the throat, and 
may be compared roughly to the 
skin of an orange. Proper surgical 
removal is, then, crudely com- 
parable to the shelling of the 
orange peel (tonsil) from its bed. 

The most commonly used meth- 
od of tonsil surgery today is the 
‘dissection and snare’? method— 
where the surgeon first with a 
sharp instrument frees the tissue 
from its bed. Then, when the tonsil 
is dissected free, removes it with a 
snare-shaped instrument. 

This method is considered sound 
by throat specialists because the 
‘‘free’’ dissection enables the sur- 
geon to know more about the 
tissue. Also, in a case where the 
tonsil is deeply imbedded, or is 
clinging to other tissue, the sur- 
geon frequently can free it more 
completely. 

Another method of operation, 
though perhaps not so frequently 
used, is the Sluder method, where 
the surgeon’s instrument is placed 
against the tonsil and the tissue is 
“guillotined” out. 


Skill needed for adenoid removal 


Adenoidectomy, while not as 
painful in aftereffects for the child, 
requires as much—perhaps even 
more—skill as a tonsillectomy. In

Are you satisfied with 
the location? 


Those with central systems are 
very satisfied. Others have some 
minor problems. None made struc- 
tural changes in house. 

Gregory: ‘Unit is in west win- 
dow. We intend to put up an awn- 
ing to protect it from sun—but it 
does an efficient job of cooling any- 
way—all over the house!” 

Smith: “We now feed the hot 
exhaust air onto the porch. This 
makes the porch unusable, and we 
ought to correct this mistake.” 


Were there any wiring or 
plumbing problems? 


Those with room units just 
plugged them in. The central sys- 
tems all required additional wiring. 

Fryer: ‘““We blew a fuse or two 
learning to operate the room unit.”

certain days, we’re specifying days 
of the week. You’ll want to juggle 
it to suit your preferences. 

Assuming a Sunday starting 
point, let’s remember that this 
country was founded by men of 
faith and has remained richly 
blessed. You'll find it an inspira- 
tion to worship in one of the 
churches where presidents have 
prayed. The telephone directory 
lists their exact locations. 

Washington Monument opens 
at 12:30 p.m. on Sundays and at 
9 a.m. weekdays. A ride to the 
top is the first thing small fry gen- 
erally clamor for, and rightly so. 
This pure-white marble shaft 
pierces the sky at 555 feet. As you 
ascend, by elevator, a recording 
tells of the man who became the 
Father of Our Country and of the 
problems involved in building this 
spire to his fame. From its win- 
dows, you can enjoy a fabulous 
panorama. You see where the 
blazing Potomac joins the Ana- 
costia, which convinced General 
Washington he had at last found 
the city’s destined site. You see the 
pattern that the “‘mad Frenchman 
L’Enfant”’ visualized, as the streets 
fan out from the Capitol like rays 
of the sun. 

Next on this initial day, go to the 
National Archives. The huge and 
handsome building is on Constitu- 
tion Avenue. Lead your children 
through its bronze doors and into 
the Exhibition Hall, where in light- 
ed cabinets lie the hallowed docu- 
ments that brought this nation into 
being. Preserved for eternity are 
the fiery words that declared our 
freedom, and the words that gave 
that freedom permanence and 
form. 

Back across the Mall, beyond 
the monument, framed in cherry 
trees, stands the memorial to the 
man who composed the Declara- 
tion—Thomas Jefferson. Immortal 
words from the documents you’ve 
just seen are carved on its immacu- 
late marble walls, while in its cen- 
ter is the towering likeness of this 
great patriot. The structure is in 
the circular pantheon form he 
chose for his home in Monticello.

you’ve been neglecting your an- 
cestors lately, look them up on 
your family tree. Constitution 
Hall, seating a mere 4,000, is mys- 
teriously minus pillars. Concerts of 
the National Symphony and other 
events are held here. Attend one 
some night, if possible, for the 
genuine impact of this unique 
auditorium can be felt most vividly 
when in use. The spare simplicity 
of its decoration makes the Latin-

If farming is your interest, the 
Department of Agriculture is just 
across the street; the Freer Art 
Gallery, National Gallery of Art, 
and the Smithsonian ail but a 
stone’s throw away. You can’t-do 
justice to any of them in an hour or 
two—the Smithsonian alone deserves a 
day. But in case you don’t get an- 
other chance, at least sample the 
National Gallery, three blocks 
right on Independence, left across 
the Mall. Also known as the Mel- 
lon Gallery (Andrew Mellon’s pri- 
vate collection); this is one of the 
foremost galleries on earth. Even if 
you don’t know a Da Vinci from a 
Grandma Moses, the magnificent 
building itself is a must. And if art 
is your love, here are the masters. 
Dine in historic Old George- 
town, where charming mansions 
together with row houses restored 
to their original eighteenth-cen- 
tury beauty are occupied by the 
veriest VIPs in town. Notice the 
quaint gardens and Greenwich 
Villagey doorways.

Refreshed 
by the night that has brought you 
down the Potomac and across 
Chesapeake Bay, reclaim your car 
and follow Route 60 over some of 
the most historic ground in the na- 
tion. At Jamestown, a tiny island 
just west of Williamsburg, the first 
permanent settlkement in America 
began. At Yorktown, which you'll 
see first by turning right on 238, 
our forces bottled up Cornwallis 
and won the Revolution, while 
Williamsburg was the residence of 
the British governor, and center of 
political and social life long before 
our battles to be free. 

To enter Williamsburg is to be 
transported backward in time. Be- 
hind picket fences, quaint gardens 
produce only plants native to this 
region before 1800. The British 
flag flies over the capitol, the mag- 
azine, where redcoats in cocked 
hats shoulder muskets. Women in 
colonial dress receive in the door- 
ways of Wythe House, the Gover- 
nor’s Palace. A wigged Town 
Crier clangs his bell, announcing 
the latest drama of the William 
and Mary Players. 

To get your bearings, go first to 
the reception center and see the 
free movies, which explain both 
the town’s dramatic past and the 
means whereby it has been. re- 
stored. You’ll thus be prepared to 
enjoy it all—the craft shops, Court 
House, and the Apothecary Shop 
(admission, free), and the Exhibi- 
tion buildings, seen most econom- 
ically through combination. tick- 
ets (no charge for children under 
12). If you have to make choices, 
don’t miss the Governor’s Palace, 
for palace it is indeed; the gardens 
and grounds alone are an enchant- 
ing adventure—particularly the 
maze.

sent a rollicking eighteenth-century 
drama every Friday night during 
the school year. Nightly, all sum- 
mer, the Paul Green drama of 
Jefferson, The Common Glory, is pre- 
sented at the Lake Matoaka The- 
atre. Take advantage of whichever 
one the season presents; both are 
superb. 

At the end of the Duke of Glou- 
cester Street is America’s second- 
oldest college, William and Mary. 
Wander its elm-shaded campus 
and explore Wren Building, oldest 
academic structure in use. In 
Great Hall, watched by grim- 
visaged portraits, trim little danc- 
ers practice. Elsewhere, students 
walk the selfsame floors as did such 
illustrious alumni as George Wash- 
ington, Thomas Jefferson, Tyler, 
and Monroe. 

If you came by boat, you’ve by- 
passed Richmond, Virginia, 104 
miles south of Washington, and 
Charlottesville, 116 miles south- 
west. Both are so rich in historic 
interest they should be seen if you 
have the time. Highway 60 will 
take you the 53 miles north from 
Williamsburg to Richmond, a city 
that knew both our earliest birth 
pangs and those of the Civil War. 
Thence follow No. 250 the 66 miles 
to Charlottesville, in picturesque 
Albemarle County among the 
Blue Ridge foothills. Thomas Jef- 
ferson’s home, Monticello, is 3 
miles southeast of the city. Jeffer- 
son was also a founder and archi- 
tect of the University of Virginia 
in Charlottesville, where his curved 
walls are an attraction. 

Yes, this is your year for Wash- 
ington. Renew the kinship every 
American has with these scenes. It 
will package the past into a perma- 
nent treasure, yet relate it to the 
present in which all have such a 
vital stake. Especially those citi- 
zens of tomorrow—our youngsters! 

We recommend that you write 
for literature and a map of the 
city. Thus armed, you can easily 
follow the alphabetically or numer- 
ically named streets. You need not 
take commercially guided tours. 
Most government buildings pro- 
vide free guides, or, as the Capitol, 
registered guides for only 25 cents.

How, with the least pressure on your disposition and 


his, can you teach your youngster what he may handle 


and what’s off limits? Here are answers— 


By Ann Usher 


Oe the day your baby learns to crawl, 
he is constantly discovering objects that re- 
quire his immediate inspection. Vases, ash- 
trays, lamps, books, cupboards—the scope 
of his investigations is unlimited, unless you 
limit it. 

Just looking seldom satisfies him. Every- 
thing that interests him must be lifted, 
handled, taken apart, if possible. Then it is 
given the taste test. 

You know that this exploring of his sur- 
roundings is necessary for your child’s de- 
velopment. It helps him learn about his 
world. You know, too, that incessant orders 
not to touch are frustrating to him, can 
make an irritable, defiant, or dull baby. 

But you also know that broken articles 
cost money to replace, that you do not like 
living in a “‘stripped-bare”’ house, and that 
many of the items in your home are ex- 
tremely dangerous to Baby. 

Your approach to the situation will have 
to be realistic. Valuable bric-a-brac should 
be put away or up out of reach for the dura- 
tion of this inquisitive stage. Ashtrays and 
other accessories that for convenience must 
be kept on tables and low shelves should be 
of metal or inexpensive pottery. Expensive 
or treasured books should be placed on 
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high shelves of a bookcase. Magazines and 
the child’s own picture books can occupy 
the lower shelves. 

But, in order to have a comfortable, at- 
tractive home, there are some things you 
feel you have a right to leave within reach 
or your child, while teaching him that he 
is not to handle them. These might be 
potted plants, albums of records, lamps. 

Will it harm your child’s personality to 
forbid his touching them? 


Not if the lessons are taught with good 
humor and consistency and if there are not 
too many “‘no, no”’ items. One authority 
says not more than one-fourth of the ob- 
jects in a room should be off limits to a 
small child. A young mother commented, 
““My boy wants the forbidden one-fourth 
of a room’s furnishings four times oftener 
than the things he may handle. Or, at 
least, it seems that way!” 

It’s hard to imagine yourself being good- 
humored as you make a flying tackle 
across the room to keep Tommy from top- 
pling your best lamp to the floor. But re- 
member, once his curiosity is satisfied, he 
frequently will lose interest in the object. 
As you right the lamp, [ Turn to next page

pick up Tommy in your arms and 
stay a minute looking at the lamp 
with him. Explain in a pleasant 
voice, ‘No, Tommy, don’t play 
with the lamp.” 

If he persists in wanting to touch 
it, carry him away from the lamp 
—out of the room, if necessary. 

Offer him another object that 
has interested him in the past and 
which he may have. This will di- 
vert his attention from the lamp. 
But it does no good just to attract 
his interest with something else . . . 
and not give definite instructions re- 
garding the lamp. Otherwise, as 
soon as he has played a while with 
the substitute, he’s going to recall 
the lamp and move to it again. 

Chances are he will go back to 
the lamp anyway. But this time, 
he’s likely to be content with look- 
ing at it, perhaps saying to himself, 
*“No, no, Tommy.” 

You must follow the same pro- 
cedure every time you find him 
handling a restricted item. If you 
stop him one time, but overlook it 
another time, he will not be im- 
pressed with the lesson that he must 
not touch. 


"Reese nothing wrong with say- 
ing ‘‘No” and ‘‘Don’t” to a small 
child. These are the most effective 
and easily understood means of 
teaching him the limits beyond 
which he may not go. z 

It’s the manner in which no and 
don’t are said—and the frequency 
with which these words are used— 
that can affect your child’s dispo- 
sition and perhaps give him a sense 
of being thwarted at every turn. 

When your little boy or girl 
reaches the ‘‘getting-into-every- 
thing’ stage, you must examine 
your house with an eye to his safety. 
In this regard, comfort, conven- 
ience, attractiveness, or custom 
cannot override caution. 

Anything that will cut, anything 
that will poison, anything that can 
be ignited or might explode, must 
be put out of his reach. And don’t 
underestimate that reach. Look at 
the ingenuity of the youngster in 
the accompanying pictures.

“W. haven’t had our piano tuned 
jn about five years. Do you think 
itshould be done?”’ . . . If my father 
had a dollar for every time he has 
heard this and similar expressions, 
he could have retired comfortably 
years ago. 

Here is another one: ‘‘Susan 
started taking piano lessons last 
month, and when she practices at 
home she says our piano doesn’t 
sound right after playing her 
teacher’s.”” 

Father tuned the instrument 
shortly after that. It was a half step 
low in pitch. 

With some 30 years in the piano 
field, working on all makes in 
every condition, he has learned 
how io help the average piano 
owner get more out of his invest- 
ment, whether it be a $25 “‘prac- 
tice piano” or a $2,500, 9-foot 
grand. 

As a piece of furniture, your 
piano requires the ordinary care 
you give your television set or any 
other fine bit of cabinetwork— 
dusting, using furniture polish oc- 
casionally, waxing. 

The interior is a different matter. 
All pianos, regardless of price or 
manufacture, are basically the 
same in action. There are keys, 
hammers, strings, an escapement 
mechanism for each key to aid in 
striking the strings and releasing 
the hammer quickly for the next 
note. 

When tuned to proper pitch, the 
combined stress on the supporting 
steel (or aluminum) plate to which 
the strings are fastened amounts to 
anywhere from 13 tons for a small 
spinet to nearly 20 tons for a large 
concert grand.

strument every day, you cannot 
judge the quality of its tone accu- 
rately. A friend hearing the piano 
only occasionally can often tell that 
it needs tuning. 

Piano care need not be expen- 
sive, if you have tuning and main- 
tenance work done at regular in- 
tervals. When your piano is opened 
for tuning, it is an excellent time to 
have cleaning and necessary work 
done. It will do much to eliminate 
heavy repair costs. 

There are preventive aids that 
can be employed by the owner him- 
self. In extremely dry climates, or 
in homes using furnace heat in 
winter, the wooden mechanical 
parts have a tendency to shrink or 
even crack. This can be forestalled 
by the use of humidifying devices. 
This is a problem that has become

let rise in warm place till double, 
about 14% hours. Punch down; let 
rise till double again, about 1 hour. 
Punch down. Turn out on a lightly 
floured surface and divide in 2 por- 
tions. Cover; let rest 10 minutes. 
Roll each portion into 15x12-inch 
rectangle. Roll up tightly, begin- 
ning at long side, sealing well as 
you roll. Taper ends, if desired. 
Place each loaf diagonally, seam 
side down, on greased baking sheet 
that has been sprinkled with corn 
meal. With sharp knife, gash tops 
diagonally every 21% inches, % to 
\4 inch deep. Beat egg white just 
till foamy and add 1 tablespoon 
water; brush over tops and sides of 
loaves. Cover with damp cloth, but 
don’t let it touch the loaves (you 
can drape cloth over inverted tall 
glasses). Let double, about 11% 
hours. Bake in moderate oven 
(375°) till light brown, about 20 
minutes. Brush again with egg- 
white mixture. Continue baking 
about 20 minutes longer till nicely 
browned and done. Cool. Makes 2 
large loaves. 


French-bread Shorties 
Everybody rates a miniature loaf— 

Prepare 1 recipe French Bread 
dough according to directions. Aft- 
er the second rising, punch dough 
down. Turn out on lightly floured 
surface and divide into 12 parts. 
Cover and let rest 10 minutes. Roll 
each portion into 6x5-inch rectan- 
gle. Roll each one up tightly, be- 
ginning at the long side, sealing 
well as you roll. Seal seam very 
well. Place loaves, seam side down, 
on greased baking sheet that has 
been sprinkled with corn meal. 
With sharp knife, gash tops diago- 
nally every 114 inches, % to 4 
inch deep. Brush tops and sides 
with mixture of egg white and wa- 
ter. Cover with damp cloth, but 
don’t let it touch the breads (drape 
cloth over inverted tall glasses). 
Let double, about 1 hour. Bake in 
moderate oven (375°) 15 minutes. 
Brush again with egg-white mix- 
ture. Continue baking about 15 to 
20 minutes longer, or till well 
browned and done. Cool. Makes 1 
dozen.

less prevalent with our modern 
heating and cooling systems which 
provide for the proper humidity in 
our homes. 

In climates with wide variations 
in temperature or humidity through 
the seasons, or in coastal cities, 
have the piano placed so the back 
is against an inside wall. Then, as 
sudden temperature changes oc- 
cur, they will not be transmitted to 
the sounding board. The sounding 
board, which covers the entire 
string area of the piano, is made of 
spruce. It is cut relatively thin and 
formed with a slight bow for reso- 
nance, similar to the front of a 
guitar or violin. A crack or warp- 
age of the wood can ruin the tone 
of the finest instrument. 


ee your piano fechni- 
cian should clean the interior, re- 
moving the action (hammers and 
escapement) and using a good 
vacuum cleaner to pick up the dust 
that is bound to settle on all flat 
surfaces. This should be done an- 
nually for proper care. More than 
one fastidious homemaker has been 
amazed at the amount of dust 
found in her piano. 

The felt used in the hammers 
and dampers of your piano is the 
finest that money can buy—and 
moths love it! Hanging a bag of 
camphor inside the piano or hav- 
ing a serviceman spray with a 
reliable moth spray every year or 
two will help you deny the moths 
an excellent meal. 

To clean either ivory or plastic 
keys, slightly moisten a soft, clean 
cloth with water. If keys are ex- 
tremely dirty, add a slight amount 
of mild soap to water. Remember 
to dampen the cloth slightly, and 
rub keys gently using only a for- 
ward-and-back motion. Dry with a 
soft cloth. But be careful—if soap 
or soapy water gets into any part of 
the action, it may cause trouble. 

A well-made piano, though out 
of style as a piece of furniture, will 
continue to be a good instrument, 
both in tone and action, for many 
years. There are pianos 50 to 75 
years old still capable of producing 
a lifetime of entertainment for the 
family—and hours of practice for 
little Susan.

Hanging a picture in your living room 
or anchoring a clothes rack in your 
basement doesn’t have to be a futile 
operation that leaves you with “‘fallen” 


spirits, broken plaster, or a dull drill 





Nails and screws 


For heavy objects (such as 
a cabinet), use wood screws 
driven through the plaster 
and into the studs. 

Make sure screws you use 
are heavy and long enough to 
support weight. Try to run 
them into center of studs. 


Locate studs quickly with a 
wall dowser. Hold it to the 
plaster and give wall thump 
with your fist, as shown. 
When over stud, steel balls 
in tube move only slightly. 
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“Wings” on toggle bolt 
compress, then spring apart 
in back of the wall for secure 
mounting in plaster, etc. 

Thread the bolt through 
the fixture and part way onto 
the “wing” section. 

Push it through the hole, 
as shown, and tighten with a 
screwdriver. Toggle bolts are 
made in several sizes. 


Flange-type fastener fans 
out in back of wall (right) 
after you insert it through 
proper size hole and turn the 
screw in the center. 

Remove screw and slip it 
through fixture you'll hang. 
Then run screw back into bolt.

One of the main attractions is The American Museum of Atomic 


Ou Ridge, Tennessee, is open to 
tourists now. And if you happen to 
be driving to or from Florida or 
anywhere in the Great Smoky 
Mountain region, “The Atomic 
City” makes an ideal stopover. It’s 
20 miles northwest of Knoxville. 
From the north, U. S. 25 to Clinton 
is the main road. Turn right on 
State 61 at Clinton, and you’ll be 
in Oak Ridge’s famous Jackson 
Square in a few minutes. 

Oak Ridge is an ultramodern 
city of 36,000, complete with excel- 
lent restaurants, hotels, its own 
city hall and newspaper, and a 
modern high school. In many 
ways, Oak Ridge is just like any 
other thriving American city. 
There’s a small post office in the 
center of town. And beyond that, a 
shopping arcade on Jackson Square 
where some of the nation’s leading 
stores have branches—all operating 
under leases from the government. 

But, you can’t get away from the 
idea that out beyond these clean- 
paved streets and made-to-order 
apartment buildings is the )4-bil- 
lion-dollar gaseous-diffusion plant 
that made Uranium-235 for Hiro- 
shima, and that all the people you 
see are connected in some way with 
the Atomic Energy Commission’s 
present program.

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Keep your marble 
looking new

<.. may have moved marble into your home for the 
first time, now that it’s appearing in more and more new 
furniture. Or, if you have an older home, chances are 
your fireplace or floors sport touches of this beautiful ma- 
terial. Perhaps you’ve found an old piece of marble and 
turned it into a “‘new”’ table like the one pictured. 

Whether your marble is old or new, it needs day-to- 
day care to keep its rare luster and smoothness. 


The proper care is simple 


Keep it clean. Wipe up spills before any acid content 
has a chance to etch through the professional polish. Glue 
felt on rough bottoms of ashtrays or knickknacks, and 
keep pins off the surface, because they’re liable to be 
dragged along the marble and scratch it badly. 

You can remove stains and keep marble in fine shape 
by following the recommendations of the Marble In- 
stitute of America. Here are some methods they suggest 
for day-to-day upkeep. 


eeeeer 


Cleaning: Lukewarm water will take care of everyday 
dust and dirt that settles on your marble. Wipe it fre- 
quently with a damp cloth to keep surface free of dulling 
film. Twice a year, suds it with mild detergent to remove 
dirt which might become ingrained. 


Waxing: You don’t have to wax marble, but if you prefer 
a waxed surface, use a colorless paste wax. Don’t use it 
on white marble—wax will yellow it in time. 


Removing stains: Most stains must be drawn out of mar- 
ble with a poultice. You can use white blotting paper, 
paper napkins, or cleansing tissue, soaked in the solution 
recommended for the type of stain you’re working on. 
Keep poultice from drying out by covering it with glass 
or a plastic bag. Poultice treatment takes from one hour 
to two days, depending on how old the stain is. When 
stain is gone, shine with a soft cloth. If the polish has been 
etched, have the marble repolished _[ Turn to page 311

returned to pick up the boys in late August, his camera _ 


recorded the difference. In that brief span of time, the 
boys had become experienced trail-crew workers, wise in 
the ways of the wilderness, heavier, huskier, and self- 
assured. 

It had been a physically tough summer for the boys, 
and they didn’t get into town for eight weeks. But they 
had seen some of the most remote and beautiful moun- 
tain terrain in the United States. And each had $600 in 
his blue jeans for use in the college year ahead. 

There are perhaps 20,000 part-time jobs in the U. §.

The same capillary-strengthen- 
ing effect went to work in a man 
who had coronary thrombosis, a 
heart attack brought on by a clot 
that choked circulation to the 
heart. To help prevent more clot 
formation and another attack, he 
was getting an anticoagulant drug. 
Then, black and blue areas began 
to appear on his skin, indicating 
that the drug was causing the cap- 
illaries to leak blood. In the past, 
anticoagulant treatment would 


have had to be stopped immedi- 
ately to avoid risk of death from 
hemorrhage. Now, without dis- 
continuing the anticoagulant drug, 
capsules of the new preparation 
were used. The discolored areas 
were gone in 48 hours. 

The connecting link between 
strengthening capillaries and over- 
coming other problems, notably 
infections, isn’t so obvious on the 
surface. But some investigators in 


the past have reported that many 
infections are complicated by local 
or widespread damage to capillary 
walls accompanied by increased 
permeability or sievability. They 


have reported this in such diverse 
conditions as polio, infectious hep- 
atitis, measles, influenza, mumps, 
rabies, and the common cold. They 
have theorized that it’s a change in 


the permeability that lets large 
viruses and other organisms squeeze 
through the capillary walls, escap- 
ing to the tissues where they do 
damage. 

They have also pointed out that 
chilling, for example, has long been 
blamed as a cause of colds. And 
that chilling, wet feet—even psy- 
chological factors—can cause tem- 
porary local blood deficiencies, 
oxygen starvation, and other inter- 
ferences with capillary function 
that may increase susceptibility to 
the disease. 


Hot lemonade and red peppers. 
Curiously enough, citrus juices 
have long been used as a folk medi- 
cine against respiratory infections. 
And once again, an old folk meth- 
od may have had some justification 
in the light of recent scientific re- 
search. For citrus juices may have 
helped at least some people with 
colds—those who could respond to 
comparatively small amounts of 
vitamin C and bioflavonoids. Bio- 
flavonoids tend to be concentrated 
in peel and pulp and are largely 
discarded when fruit juice is ex- 
tracted. For example, a whole 
orange, peeled to leave the white 
substance adhering to segments, 
contains 10 times as many bio- 


flavonoids as an equal weight of 
strained juice. 

Also, curiously enough, some 
African tribes, as a remedy for in- 
fluenza and other fevers, have long 
used an hourly dose of salted liquid 
from boiled red peppers, which 
have been shown recently to be a 
rich source of bioflavonoids. 

The new development, however, 
traces to the work of the Hungari- 
an physician, chemist, and Nobel- 
prize winner, Albert Szent-Gyor- 
gyi. In 1927, he isolated vitamin C 
from oranges. For a time, this was 
presumed to be the essential health 
substance in citrus fruits. But not 
for long. 

Vitamin C in its pure form was 
soon shown to be insufficiently ef- 
fective when given alone in certain 
types of bleeding. 

In 1936, Szent-Gyorgyi and his 
associates isolated a group of sub- 
stances from lemon juice and later 
lemon peel which benefited pa- 
tients with bleeding problems that 
had not responded to vitamin C. 

These substances, it appeared, 
had a curative action on the per- 
meability of capillaries and were 
called vitamin P for “permeabili- 
ty.” The substances that were 
labeled vitamin P are now known 
to be bioflavonoids, so named be- 
cause of their very vivid yellow 
color. Whether or not they actually 
constitute a vitamin complex is 
still unknown. 

But, in any case, soon after the 
isolation of the bioflavonoids, 
Szent-Gyorgyi and his colleagues 
conducted extensive clinical in- 


vestigations and reported that 
these substances had a strong me. 
dicinal value, improving the fune- 
tion of the capillaries and arrestj 
bleeding in patients with extensive — 
hemorrhages in the skin, eyes, and 
even lungs. 

In the 1940s, other researc 
both here and in England, made 
similar findings. In the last 18 
years, more than 500 scientific pa. 
pers on the citrus bioflavonoids 
have been published. 


Progress in recent months, It’s 
the reports that have come in re. 
cent months, however, that are 
putting vitamin C and bioflavo. 
noids in the news, and will un- 
doubtedly put the combination 
into wide use. 


Polio. At the New York Academy 
of Science meeting, Dr. George J. 
Boines of Wilmington, Delaware, 
General Hospital, told of usi 
capsules of vitamin C and bioflavo- © 
noids on more than 200 patients 
with polio in the past four years, 
The treatment isn’t a cure-all, isn’t 
used as such. But in severe acute 
polio cases at the hospital, tests 
showed up abnormal capillary fra- 
gility. The capsules were used to im- 
prove capillary functioning. In 80 
percent of the cases, the improve- 
ment occurred in an average of five 
weeks. Meanwhile, patients exper- 
ienced an increased sense of well- 
being and increased appetite within 
a week; within two weeks, the af- 
fected extremity, which had been 
cold to the touch, began to feel

associated with diabetes and high 
blood pressure. In most cases, hem- 
orrhages were promptly controlled 
and no new ones appeared. 


Respiratory infections. Late last 
year, in the American Journal of 
Digestive Diseases, Drs. M. S. Bis- 
kind of Westport, Connecticut, 
and William C. Martin of New 
York, reported dramatic results in 
the use of the new preparation in 
respiratory infections. 

The preparation was tried with 
23 patients, from 7 to 70, with 
influenza, tonsillitis, and other re- 
spiratory infections. There were 
only two failures—one in a child 
with nasal inflammation, probably 
allergic rather than infectious in 
nature, and the other in an old 
woman with acute pleurisy. In the 
other cases, recoveries occurred in 
from 8 to 48 hours, usually in 24. 

Doctors Biskind and Martin 
have treated 46 other cases with 
similar results. In the total of 69 
cases, there were only three failures 
altogether and three further cases 
in which the course of the disease 
was apparently helped but not im- 
mediately terminated. 


Menstruation and bruising. Nor 
does this exhaust the possibilities of 
the new préparation. Currently, at 
least 85 clinical investigators are 
working with it in many other 
health problems. Some are trying 
it in women who suffer from men- 
orrhagia, or abnormally profuse 
menstruation. Others are testing it 
in various forms of internal bleed- 
ing that might be associated with a 
capillary fault. 

It is being explored for its value 
in many people, especially blondes, 
who have a tendency to bruise very 
easily, and in others who are sub- 


ject to frequent nosebleeds. It is 


being tried in dental extractions 
and in tonsillectomies to prevent 
excessive bleeding. 

Some men working with it be- 
lieve that it opens up a new field of 
medicine—not, however, as a pan- 
acea. As one puts it, “It is to be 
regarded as supplemental therapy 
of value in virtually all diseased 
states and specific in action with 
respect to some.” 

The new preparation in capsule 
form is now available from two 
pharmaceutical houses. The one 
pharmaceutical company calls its 
preparation Hesper-C and is mak- 
ing it available on prescription. 
CVP is the name for a similar 
product. The latter, until now 
available only by prescription, is 
being sold without it, with govern- 
ment approval, for use in small 
quantities, three to four a day, in 
restoring and maintaining normal 
capillary permeability. The warn- 
ing is given that for therapeutic use, 
when higher doses are needed, they 
should be taken only under the 
direction of a physician. 

In the hands of physicians, even 
in very high doses, the capsules 
have proved to be safe. Millions 
have been used in research without 
any sign of harmful reaction. 

If there is any danger, it may be 
that of misuse. Whatever the bene- 
fits to be obtained—and they ap- 
pear promising, indeed—the cap- 
sules are no substitute for medical 
diagnosis and advice in any illness.

Climbing beans give big crop in small space 


Plant pole beans and other climbing types in May when the soil hag 
warmed up. Seeds won’t germinate if soil is too cool. Make furrow 2 
or 3 inches deep and plant the seeds in hills of two or three each, 
Space the hills 4 to 6 inches apart. Thin young seedlings to one 5 

plant to each hill when they grow big enough to cling to the fence 


Feed beans generously. They 
will respond quickly to extra 
plant food, and produce over 
longer season when fed. 

So, in addition to regular 
application at planting time, 
apply a side dressing when 
beans start to flower. 

Use 3 pounds of balanced 
plant food, such as 6-10-4, 
for every 25 feet of row. 


Cultivate often enough to 
keep soil crust open and the 
weeds under control. 

Use a light hoe or scuffle 
hoe, and don’t cut too deep 
into soil near roots. 

Use grass clippings, straw, 
or similar mulch if available, 
to cut down on your weeding 
and watering time. 


Water beans every few days 
after they sprout, to give 
them a good start. 

Since they grow best in hot 
weather, when rain is most 
scarce, extra water in summer 
really pays off. 

Water often enough to give 
plants equivalent of | inch of 
rain each week. You can keep 
them bearing all summer.

Since many of these jobs are 
filled by college forestry students, 
the available list is generally over- 
subscribed.

Many Eastern ap- 
plicants have romantic notions 
about a glamorous job in the

foreman, to several dozens. The 
large crews usually work out of 
permanent camps and are not too 
remote from towns. The small 
crews live outdoors, camping near

It is one of the most virgin of 
the 78 Wilderness and Primitive 
tracts in our national forests. (These 
areas should not be confused with 
the national parks which are part 
of the Department of Interior.) 

The basic philosophy of the Wil- 
derness Areas is to provide a place 
where Nature can be viewed, used, 
studied, and enjoyed in as com- 
pletely natural a state as possible.

The boys estimate that in these 
10 weeks, they walked and rode at 
least 400 miles, set up five different 
camps, and didn’t see more than 
40 people in the mountains. They 
arose at 6 a.m., from sleeping bags 
on pine boughs, worked hard at 
the trails all day, and turned in at 
9 o’clock each frosty evening. On 
weekends, their time was their own 
for fishing, riding, and roaming the 
mountains, but the business of ev- 
eryday camp chores never stopped. 

They saw mosquitoes and grass- 
hoppers hatch from snow banks, 
and caught trout with such glamor- 
ous names as California golden, 
rainbow, cutthroat, and Loch 
Leven. Such creatures as moose, 
deer, bald eagle, bull bat, badger, 
beaver, and an occasional hoary 
marmot got to be routine. A porcu- 
pine ate the top out of Lee’s hat. 

They learned to love the sturdy 
pack horses, to handle them safely, 
and to ride well. One of their rides 
took them over the Continental 
Divide at Hay Pass, 12,400 feet 


high, to the Alpine Lakes section, 
where, according to Forest Service 
estimates, probably not more than 
200 persons have ever visited. 

The boys’ foreman was bowleg- 
ged, tough, old (74) Bob Hardy, 
who, among other things, insisted 
that the boys remove their hats at 
mealtime. Bob often outworked, 
outheaved, and outlifted the boys. 
A woodsman for 40 years, he was a 
stickler for safety precautions, a 
neat camp, plenty of sleep, and 
simple food cooked well. 

But, perhaps the biggest thing 
that happened to the boys was 
within themselves. 

Mike Gaufin, Forest Service 
Ranger in charge of the Pinedale 
Office, says, ““You might say they 
grew up over the summer. Lee and 
Art learned in the wilderness that 
you have to take the initiative, fig- 
ure things out ahead of time, and 
not have to be told just what to do. 
When you think about it, that’s 
one of the most important things 
for a kid to learn for later life.”

Fotowing too closely behind an- 
other car, both on an open, high- 
speed road—where one’s judgment 
of necessary stopping distance often 
is poor—and in built-up populated 
sections,” is one of the most dan- 
gerous driving errors you can com- 
mit, according to the American 
Automobile Association. 

Safe drivers drive a safe distance 
behind the car ahead. This dis- 
tance depends on speed, road, traf- 
fic, light, and weather conditions, 
plus your own alertness and reac- 
tion time. Most of us underesti- 
mate this distance, especially when 
roads are wet or coated with ice. 

Rear-end collisions are common 
because bumper huggers operate 
on the theory that their good 
brakes will enable them to “‘stop 
on a dime” if necessary. They over- 
look the element of surprise which 
can rob them of that advantage 
and make them look pretty sheep- 
ish after the crash—when they sur- 
vey the damaged rear end of the 
car ahead and their own smashed 
grill, 

Remember, the driver ahead 
can often see danger before you are 
aware of it. This means that when 
he hits his brakes at 50 miles per 
hour, you will travel at least 55 
feet before you get your foot on the 
brake pedal.

Plain dirt gardener

With all three of us working, we put out first big planting of sweet corn. 
Donald made furrows with the tractor. Janet dropped the seed. I covered 


May I \t was a bird singing that 
awakened me to May, and I was 
still too sleepy to know whether it 
was a brown thrasher or a catbird. 

Spring work so far has been 
good. All the early vegetables and 
the sweetpeas are up and coming. 

Iris is shooting ahead of sched- 
ule. Rosebushes look better than in 
years. 

As for eatin’, we have asparagus 
by the peck, rhubarb unlimited, 
and our first little red radishes. 


May 2 Ground was too wet for 
doing any work, to my notion, but 
Donald and Janet went out to the 
raspberry planting they made last 
year. There they hoed and pulled 
weeds. They put their plants out 
here, for we have lots of space, as 
compared to their little garden. 


May 3 That man on the radio says 
it will get cold tonight. Mebbe 
frost by morning. 

I’m happy I didn’t succumb to 
the temptation to take straw mulch 
olf the strawberries. I never do 
take it all off. 


May 4 All night long, the wind 
blew. There were clouds. Morning, 
as I peered out, I saw no frost. 

Came late afternoon, Maggie 
and I hitched up the chariot and 
took a ride. We visited a friend 
who’s sick. Stopped at a seed store 
and a nursery—where I really 
wanted to buy some potted roses 
but didn’t feel like planting them 
in this chill. 

Back home, I got out the mower 
and gave the front yard a haircut 
while Maggie cooked supper. 


May & Tonight, I hurried off to 
monthly dinner meeting of our 
men’s rose club. 

Program was a talk on soils by 
a professor from our state college. 
He said that before a mulch is put 
on a rose bed, additional plant 
food—nitrogen especially—should 
be applied to the soil. 

Out of the discussion, it devel- 


oped that the best rose growers in 
our club do not allow a mulch to 
stay undisturbed. They work it 
over once in a while. This gets air 
into it and prevents mold forming 


‘under the mulch. 


May 6 Today is warm. Soil is 
dried out in places. So out and did 
spring garden work in an old man’s 
way. What I mean is, I picked out 
several jobs that take different 
tools, motions, and stances. I’d 
keep switching from one to another. 
Didn’t get so tired that way. 

Cut over the old asparagus bed. 
Cultivated all of early vegetables 
above ground and ditto the sweet- 
peas. Hoed some at roses. 

Sharpened a hoe, and shaved off 
all the Canadian thistles coming 
up in the new strawberry bed. If I 
keep after them, I can sorta dis- 
courage them, at least. 


May 9 Such a day, with chill and 
damp and everything outdoors 
soggy. Only useful work was a bit 
of indoor house cleaning, connect- 
ed with old garden magazines, seed 
and nursery catalogs, and such. 


May 10 Cloudy and cold, so on 
my way home did visit and linger 
—but not enough. At home, found 
Maggie relaxing and no sign of 
supper. 

Went out, wound up power 
mower and mowed the rest of the 
grass. You should have seen David 
smile when he came home. He had 
been expecting he’d have to do this 
himself. : 


May 12 Something went wrong 
with the starter on the power mow- 
er. Too much trouble to do the 
starting. 

I stopped in at Donald’s today. 
He has his little garden all spaded 
up. But except for those few early 
vegetables that Janet put in, he has 
nary a seed or plant in the ground. 


May 13 Donald and I loaded that

May 15 Current work is worry 
the weeds. Pull ’em when I can, 
Hoe ’em with well-sharpened hand 
hoe. Cultivate with wheel hoe, 
Vegetables, sweetpeas, roses, straws 
berries—all getting attention. 


May 16 David and I worked up 
part of the main vegetable patch 
with tiller. Then began the big 
chore of putting out the main crops 
of this year’s garden. 

Put in two rows of Wando peas, 
said to do well in hot weather. Put 
in main crop of potatoes—three 
rows each of Irish Cobbler and of 
Katahdin—two good sorts for the 
home garden in these parts. 


May 19 “Just take a look at this 
iris that opened today,” says I to 
Maggie as she came out the back 
door to feed the pussies and pooch. 

“What is it?” said she. “How 
lovely!” 

“It’s Heritage,” says I. “One of 
those new flamingo pinks origi 
nated by Dave Hall.” While 
was admiring it, I hurried up and 
stuck the first hybrid tea rose of 
summer under her nose. It was the 
old dark red, Ami Quinard. 


May 21 On way home, stopped at 
seed store and bought some mala- 
thion. Good stuff to have on hand 
for divers insects, and not so poi- 
sonous, either. 

Donald and Janet came out to 
work more at their raspberry bed. 
Little Gary was supposed to play 
on the grass path. Next thing they 
knew, he was in the bed and had 
fallen right into a bush. His face 
was scratched but he’ll survive.

May 22 Out came Donald and 
Janet to help make a joint vegeta- 
ble garden. With all three of us 
working, we put out first big plant- 
ing of sweet corn. 

Donald made furrows with the 
tractor.

In one row in the iris bed, there 
were clumps in bloom of Blue 
Rhythm, Bryce Canyon, and Cas- 
cade Splendor. Says I to myself, 
these are three of the greatest iris 
varieties in the world. Other lovely 
ones today are Solid Mahogany, 
Blue Distance, white and blue Wa- 
bash, rich-yellow Cloth of Gold, 
tall yellow Ola Kala.

The true symptoms of worm in- 
festation in a dog are: general poor 
condition, anemia, weight loss, 
poor appetite, intermittent diar- 
rhea, and an occasional cough. 
Contrary to popular belief, “‘scoot- 
ing’ and “fits” are#hot indicative 
of worms. The damage done by 
worm marauders, although chron- 
ic, should not be taken lightly. They 
really can be killers, especially 
hookworms. 

The reason worms are accused 
of causing trouble is that they’re 
expelled and seen when the dog 
becomes acutely ill. When every- 
thing is normal, worms thrive in 
the intestine. When disease comes, 
causing the dog to vomit, stop eat- 
ing, and have a fever, the worm 
starts to look for a new home and 
leaves. The owner, seeing the 
worms, may think he has found the 
entire trouble. 

There are more than 40 varie- 
ties of worms and protozoa known 
to infest the bodies of dogs. The 
more common number about six 
—and each is identified by the 
finding of its specific eggs or larvae, 
using a microscope. 


Roundworms in puppies is al- 
most universal. Unless the infesta- 
tion is great, roundworms aren’t 
usually considered a major prob- 
lem. Two varieties are found, and 
the puppies can acquire these from 
their mother, before birth, or from 
infested surroundings. Microscopic 
samples should be examined for 
these parasites when the puppies 
are 3 weeks old. In a young puppy, 
they’re sometimes found in great 
numbers, but reinfestation is not 
common once eliminated. 


Hookworms are the most danger- 
ous of all. They’re more serious in 
the South, since freezing winters 
aid in their control by killing the 
larvae in the soil. Hookworms are 
small, leachlike bloodsuckers which 
attach to the intestinal wall. They 
can be transmitted from mother to 
puppy before birth, and, if infesta- 
tion is heavy, the puppy can lose so 
much blood that it may die of 
anemia as early as at 5 to 10 days 
of age. Blood transfusions and im- 
mediate elimination of the parasites 
are needed to prevent death. Adult

With small roller, work in 
toward seam so surplus ce- 
ment oozes out of crack, and 
roll the edges. Apply weight. 
If necessary, scrape the seam 
so the edges are flush. 


For large holes or damaged 
portions, cut matching patch 
first, using a sharp linoleum 
knife, a straightedge, and a 
smooth board. The board will 
serve as cutting surface. 

On patterned material, cut 
along straight lines of the de- 
sign. Lay patch over dam- 
aged spot, scribe on outline 
of it, and trim patch to fit. 
Cement and weight. 


For small holes— up to %- 
inch diameter—scrape thin 
shavings off waste linoleum 
of similar color and mix them 
with linoleum lacquer. 

You can repair chipped 
edges at seams the same way. 
Mixture should be consistency 
of glazing compound and then 
pressed into the break. 

When patch is dry, remove 
surplus above floor surface. 


Protect the linoleum from 
the sharp steel legs of chairs, 
stools, and tables by covering 
ends with rubber crutch tips. 
Refrigerator can he kept off 
floor by setting its feet on 
rubber bases, such as shoe 
heels, which also help elimi- 
nate vibration and noise. 
Wax linoleum often, to 
keep dirt and grit from wear- 
ing through finished surface.

dogs suffer and are infected also by 
the larvae in the soil, which enter 
the dog’s body either by mouth or 
through the skin itself, burrowing 
through the pads of the feet. Regu- 
lar microscopic examinations and 
cleaning of the runways, plus 
treating the runways with salt solu- 
tion and kerosene, do much to pre- 
vent reinfestation. 


Tapeworms are common in the 
adult dog. But unless the dog is 
heavily infested, tapeworms ap- 
parently do only minor damage. 
Tapeworms may be up to 2 or 3 
feet in length; the head is on the 
small end and attached to the in- 
testinal wall. The long body of the 
worm is composed of tiny segments 
which contain eggs. As the eggs 
mature, the last segments break off 
and are expelled. Tapeworm eggs 
do not directly reinfect the dog, but 
an intermediate host, such as the 
flea, rabbit, or sheep, is needed to 
assist in developing and transmit- 
ting the larvae to complete the life 
cycle of the worm. The dog in turn, 
when he eats the intermediate host, 
reinfests himself. Control measures 
must be directed toward keeping 
the dog from contracting the larval 
carriers. 


Whipworms and coccidia infes- 
tations result from the dog’s coming 
in direct contact with infested 
grounds. Regular microscopic ex- 
aminations and daily cleaning of 
quarters, plus liberal application of 
salt solution and kerosene applied 
to the runs to kill the eggs and 
larvae, help end reinfestation. 


Heartworms are found in the 
South. They are long and white, 
resembling heavy wrapping cord. 
Bunches of these live coiled in the 
right side of the heart and stretch 
out into the lungs through the 
blood vessels. Bundles of them are 
massive enough to hold back the 
flow of blood sufficiently to cause 
the dog to be an invalid. The larvae 
are carried by mosquitoes.

Plant glads 4 or 5 inches apart and about 4 inches deep. Squeeze 
more corms into trench space by planting in staggered pattern. 
Gladiolus like warm weather, don’t grow much until trees start 
leafing out. Mid-May is early enough for first planting in North 





Save time with furrow method 


Row-planting is easy way 
to grow glads for cut flowers. 
Make furrows 2 feet apart 
with wheel hoe or hand hoe. 
Press corms firmly into the 
bottom of furrow, bud end up 
and 4 or 5 inches apart. 
Small corms can be placed 
as closely as 3 inches apart. 


Close furrow effortlessly by 
running wheel hoe along sides 
of the furrow, turning loose 
soil over corms. 

Plant 3 to 5 inches deep, de- 
pending on type of soil — 
deepest in light, sandy soil, 
and less deep in heavy soil. 

A row planted every two 
weeks will give you flowers for 
cutting until fall. 


Feed gladiolus in furrows 
made when covering row. 
Apply cupful along each 
side of 25-foot row. Glads re- 
spond well to any balanced 
plant food, such as 6-10-4. 
Spring rains will carry food 
to roots, but you may need to 
water it in if the season is dry.

» We're confused about what color 
fo paint our living-room walls to go 
with our furnishings.

Keep your marble 
looking new

by a professional marble polisher, 
or by the do-it-yourself method 
described below. 

Rings from glasses come off 
when washed with a little hydrogen 
peroxide and ammonia; rinse with 
water. 


Oil stains: (butter, milk, meat, 
hand cream, etc.) 

Wipe surface with an ammonia- 
dampened cloth. Apply poultice 
of equal parts amyl acetate and 
acetone, and then a poultice of 
hydrogen peroxide and ammonia. 


Organic stains: (tea, coffee, flow- 
ers, color from fabric, etc.) 

Wash with clear water; apply 
poultice soaked in_hair-bleach- 
strength hydrogen peroxide and a 
few drops of ammonia. 


Rust stains: (steel wool, flower- 
pots, soil, nails, etc.) 

Use a crystal cleaner, following 
directions on container. 


Restoring old or fire-stained 
marble 


Old and neglected marbie, or 
fire-stained marble around a fire- 
place, requires thorough cleaning 
to restore their original beauty. 
You’ll probably want to take these 
damaged pieces to a marble com- 
pany for the final restorative polish- 
ing, but here’s how to clean off the 
imbedded dirt and soot first. 

Scrub with detergent and a fiber 
brush. If still dirty, make a thick 
paste of alkaline cleaner and water; 
spread it over the marble. Cover 
with a damp cloth for 24 hours. 

Then remove the cloth and let 
paste dry for another day. Remove 
paste with water, and wipe dry. 


Repolishing marble 


Once the hard polished finish on 
your marble has been broken by 
acid action or deep scratches, the 
best thing to do is to take it to a 
marble company for repolishing. If 
there isn’t one in your vicinity, 
your local monument dealer may 
be able to help you. Professional 
polishers will restore the original 
luster and smoothness to your in- 
jured marble. 

There is a home method for re- 
polishing marble, which calls for 
using tin oxide as the polishing 
agent. You'll have better results if 
you rent an electric polisher to rub 
the tin oxide around, as it’s difhi- 
cult to bring marble up to orig- 
inal gloss by hand. 

Because of scarcity of tin oxide 
in many areas, and expense of 
renting a mechanical polisher, 
most families will be better off to 
take marble to a professional in- 
stead of attempting a repolishing 
at home.
